NATIONAL FINANCES. 


Iteras From the Annual Report of the 
Treasurer of the United States—A Large 


Diminution of the Net Revenues For the 
Past Year. 


WASHINGTON, D, C., November 29. 

The report of United States Treas- 
urer Wyman was made public yesterday. 
It shows that the net revenue of the Gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
80th, 1884, was less than that of 1888 by 
$49,767,712, having been $348,519,869, 
while in 1883 it amounted to $398,287,68% 
The decrease in the receipts from cut- 
toms was $19,639,007, in the receipts 
from internal revenue $23,184,296, and in 





$3,849,248. From the aggregate of these 
items should be deducted an increase of 
$1,854,840 in the receipts from public 
lands, leaving the net reduction as stated 
above. The net expenditures aggregated 
$244, 126,244, a dercease from the amount 
in 1883 of $21,281,893. The surpfus ap- 
plicable to the reduction of the public debt 
amounted to $104,503,625, a decrease of 
$28,485,818 from that of the previous 
year. 

The Treasury reserve for the year end- 
ed November Ist, 1884, deceased $12,752,- 
255, Or from  $160,822,545 in 1883 to 
$148,070,290 November Ist, 1884, 
The cash fell below the 40 per 
cent. in excess of the demand of lia- 
bilities, lawfully required, in August 
only, having been as high as 46 4-10 a 
year ago, and on November Ist, 1884, it 
was 47 7-10 percent. The average since 
resumption has been 51 9-10 per cent. 

The amountof standard silver dollars 


coined to September 80th, 1884, was 
$182,380,820, of which the Treasury 


held $142,349,400. Of this latter amount 
$97,004,881 was for the redemption of 
Silver certificates outstanding. The 
amount in circulation was $39,801,593. 

During the past fiscal year $126,152,° 
o72 in-National bank notes were present- 
ed for redemption, being 22 838-100 per 
cent. more than in the preceding year. 
This increase in theamount of bank notes 
presented for redemption, the ‘Treasurer 
says, refiects the condition of the mer- 
cantile and monetary affairs -of the coun- 
try, as shown by reperts of increasing 
business failures and decreasing Clearing 
llouse transactions, and it is a continua- 
tion in the course that bank note redemp- 
tions have been pursuing year by year 
since 1881, The ageregate amount of 
bank notes presented for redemption dur- 
ing the past ten years expressed in round 
#1,404,000,000, a yearly 
average of $140,0U0,000. The actual re- 
demptions varied widely from tiie aver- 
age, ranning up to 8242,000,000 in 1877, 
and falling off to $5,000,000 in 1881; in 
the one case exceeding the average by 
$102,000,000, and in the other falling 
81,090,000 below it. 

The large redemption of the years 1875= 
1879 were to some extent due to the de. 
pression in business succeeding the finan- 
cial and commercial panic of 1873, and 
the comparatively small redemptions in 
the last five years, 1880-1884, may be at- 
tributed to the ‘recovery daring those 
years from the effects of that panic, the 
increascd activity of business, and the 
benefits attending the resumption of 
specie payments. The statistics of the 
ten years show that the redemptions are 
‘nvariably affected by the business sea- 
son, decreasing in spring and autumn 
when trade is active, and increasing in 
midwinter and midsummer when trade is 
dull. The notes presented for redemp- 
tion during the first three months of the 
current fiscal year are thirty-one per 
cent. in excess of the amount presented 
during the corresponding period of the 
past fiscal year.

Whet Was Found On a Dogwood Tree By 
a Maryland Farmer—A Peculiar American 
Custom Exemplified. 

ANNAPOLIS, MD., November 29. 
W.D. Parsons, a farmer of the Third 

District, while passing along the road near 

Newbridge, Thursday, saw the body of a 

colored man hanging on a small dogwood 

tree, just off the highway. His feet were 
within six inches of the ground. Mr. 

Parsons, upon examination, found that 

the corpse was’ that of George Briscoe, 

the colored desperado. Mr. Parsons 
notified Dr. George H. Crume and Cor- 
oner Thomas §. Jacob. A jury was at 
once summoned, and after a short delib- 
eration, rendered a verdict that the de- 
ceased came to his death by hanging at 
the hands of some unknown parties. The 
lynchers, whoever they may be, have kept 
their own counsel, and it is impossible to 
suspect their identity. Briscoe arrived 
at Jacobsville on Wednesday in the 
custody of Detectives DeCoste and Sie- 
veld, of Baltimore, and was given a hearing 
on the charge of entering the house of 

Mrs. Peter Shimenant for the purpose of 

burglary. Justice Jacobs, after hearing 

the testimony, committed Briscoe to await 
the action of the Court and decided that 
he be taken to the jail at Annapolis. 

Grafton Boone, Deputy-Sheriff, and John 

H. Wills took the prisoner in charge and 

started for Annapolis ina carriage. When 

about three miles from Jacobsville, a 





masked man armed with a gun stepped 


into the middle of the road, and grasping 
the horse by his bridle, brought him toa 
standstill. From behind the briers fif- 
teen or twenty other masked men came 
into view and surrounded the carriage. 


Boone asked them what they 
wanted. In reply a dozen 
pistols were flourished in his 


face and he was ordered to jump out. He 
quickly obeyed, and made tracks from the 
place as rapidly as possible. Wills was 
then dragged from the carriage and chok- 
ed, as was also Briscoe, the negro. Wills, 
before being liberated and driven off, 
heard Briscoe say: ‘Well, if I’ve got te 
die, all right.’”” What took place after- 
wards, save the fact that Briscoe, was 
hanged, is Known only to the lynchers. 
Who they are is a mystery. It is hinted 
that Boone and Wilis, who are peculiarly 
reticent on the subject, know more then 
they choose to reveal, 





THE HOCKING VALLEY, 
The Status of Affairs in the Hocking Valisy 


as Described By an Impartial Investigator | 


—Hunger and Suffering Among the Miners 
—Stories of Lawlessness Exaggerated— 
The Syndicate Whom the Miners are 
Fighting. ; 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., December 1 3, 

Speaking of the situation in the Hocking 
Valley, a correspondent of the Times, 
who ison the ground investigating thc 
strike, says: During my brief stay in 
New Straitsville, I have clearly ascer- 
tained that the reports of the situation 
here, as wired throughout the coun- 
try, have generally been sent from 
Columbus, Ohio. These reports have, 
as a rule, been exaggerated, or alto- 
gether false, and are furnished to the 


various correspondents who have never | 
by the | 


been outside -of Columbus, 
friends of the operators, and that it is 
just as unfair to the miners and the 





reading public as a one-sided report in fa- | 


vor of the miners would be to tke pub- 
lic and the operators. Some of the Co- 
lumbus papers daily publish statements 
bitterly unfair to the miners, in that 
almost every little thing transpiring, 
it being magnified into ridiculous im- 
portance. 

After citing numerous instances of gross 
exaggeration, the correspondent con- 
tinues: ‘‘There is no cause for great 
alarm. While I do not say there has been 
no occasion whatever for alarm, I am 
confident that there is not such an alarm- 
ing state of anarchy prevailing in this 
great coal-bearing region as has been re- 
ported. There is hunger and suffering 
intense enough to create a fearful and 
Bavage revolt, but I deny that any general 
plan of revolt has been foreshadowed by 
the strikers, and most certainly a few 
words of intelligent and gentlemanly ad- 
vice would have a better effect than the 
presence of the whole of Pinkerton’s 
force, which, under present circumstances, 
is but an incitement to rebellion.” 

In Straitsville, atown of about 3,000 
inhabitants, there are six of these detect- 
ives, and it is but foolishness to suppose 
that were there any desire to kill one, or 
to engage in riot, the presence of but six 
men among so great a number of strikers 
would cause hesitation. 

A more bitter fight between capital and 
labor never took place. This strike 
means the almost certain death of a mon- 
ied coal and iron syndicate, or the death 
of trades unionism in the Hocking Val- 
ley.”’ 

After giving a history of the syndicate, 
the correspondent says: ‘‘It is the off- 
spring ofa gigantic,. but comparatively 
untried body, now deceased, viz.: The 
well-known Standard Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. The pretensions of this body, with 
its $75,000,000 capital, were enormous, 
and during the depression in the coal 
trade in 1881-82 it secured control of the 
entire system of mines in the Hocking 
Valley by a perforced consolidation with 
the various corporations then struggling 
for existence in that district. 

The present syndicate was formed in 
March, 1883, the principal members of 
which are: General Tomas J. R. Buch- 
tel, WaJter Craft, T. Longstreth, H. D. 
Twiney and Messrs. Moss and Marshall. 
Failure to realize their expectations in 
securing control of the entire lake mar- 
ket, and denied a similar power over other 
places, prices went down, and the only 
hope they had of continuing operations 
was to reduce the wages of the miners, 
which went into effect on the 21st of 
June last. 

A special dispatch from Neisonville says 
that about thirty of the striking miners, 
at a meeting Saturday night, resolved to 
resume work to-day at the employers’ 
terms. A large mass meeting of strikers 
will be held to-day to discuss the situa- 
tion. Several strikers at Sand Run 
mine have also threatened to resume 
work. Citizens of Nelsonville have issued 
a circular guaranteeing protection to all 
desiring to return to work, no matter at 
wuat terms. Their circular also pledges 
protection to all miners who may come 
here to work at the reduced price. This 
has also given great offense to the 
strikers, but there is no sign whatever of 
a general break. A fight among the ‘‘col- 
ored blacklegs,” at Buchtel Saturday 
night, resulted in the fatal shooting in the 
head of one of their number. The row, 
which promised to bea large one, was 
subdued by the Pinkerton guards.

AN EDITORIAL TRAGEDY. 


Thomas M. Watkins, Editor of the Marlies 
Weekly Herald Shot and Killed by John 
H. Diggs, Editor of the Maries County 
Courier—A Duel of Words Followed by a 


Sanguinary Deed.

Yesterday between three and four 
p. m. John H. Diggs, who a few 
years ago spoiled a bad butcher to 
make a worse editor, at present pub- 
lisher of the Maries County Courier, 
shot and instantly killed Thos. M. Wat- 
kins, editor of the Maries Weekly Herald. 
Both papers are published at Vienna, the 
county seat of Maries County, and for 


some time a newspaper warfare has 
been carried on between them, which 








apparently reached its culminating 
point yesterday afternoon. The 
particulars are very meager, 


butas nearly as can be obtained at this 
distance, Watkins and Diggs met on the 
sidewalk and engaged in a quarrel con- 
cerning some very abusive personals 
which had appeared in the last issue of the 
Herald. There was no eye-witness to the 


quarrel. Two shots were heard 
in quick succession, and a 
man was hear to cry out. 


This attracted attention to the spot 
where Watkins was seen lying dead, and 
Diggs was walking down the street. 
Both shots took effect, entering the back 
pear each other and passing entirely 
through the body, lodging between it 
and the clo in front. When 
picked up Watkins ‘had his knife in his 
hand. ‘The supposition is that Watkins 
drew his knife; that Diggs then drew his 
pistol; thatas Watkins turned to run 
Diggs fired the two fatal shots. Diggs 
immediately surrendered himself to the 
Bheriff and is now in jail.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. December 1. 

Both houses of Congress assembled 
at noon to-day, and after the prelimi- 
nary business the President was waited 
upon and informed that Congress was 


| ready to receive any communication he 


might desire to make. Shortly after- 
ward the President’s private secretary 
appeared bearing the message, which 
was read, of which the following is a 
synopsis: : 

At the out-set the President refers brief: | 
ly to the recent exciting political con- 
test, which resulted in President Qleveland’s 
election. He remarks thatitisa subject of 
general congratulation that after the con- 
troversy, despite the closeness of the vote, 
the public peace suffered no disturbance 
but people awaited the result patiently and 
quietly. Nothing could more strikingly il- 
lustrate the temper of the American citizen, 
and his loyalty to law, nor more signally 
demonstrate the strength and -freedom of 
our political institutions. 

Our relations: with all forefgn powers 
continue amicable. The-Congo question is 
commented on as one of great International 
importance. The rich prospective trade of 
the Congo Valley leads to the conviction that 
it should be open to all nations. on equal 
terms. 2 were , 

The necessary legislation to make effective 
the Mexican commeércial treafy is retom- 
mended as one of the first measures to claim 
attention from Congress. jlipd 

The Nicaraguan treaty, recently conclud- 
ed, which authorizes the construction“of a 
canal and railway by the San Juan and Lake 
Nicaragua route, the President.believés, will 
command universal, approval at home and 
abroad. Tothe United States, the commer: 
cial and political advantages of the treaty 
can not be over-estimated. , ; 

The approval of the new Spanish commer: 
cial treaty, which is soon to be transmitted 
to the Senate, is urged. ‘ 

The question of International copyright is 
brought to the attention of Congress.. Th 
President recommends the early enlarge 
ment of the scope of the neutrality laws to 
cover acts of hostility committed within our 
territory and aimed at the peace of friendly 
nations. He sees no reason why overt prep- 
arations in this country for the commission 
of such criminal acts should not be alike pun- 
ishable, whether intended to be committed in 
our own or aforeign country with whteb we 
are at peace. A 

The reorganization of the diplomatic and 
consular service is recommended. 

On the subject of finance the President 
concurs with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in recommending the immediate sus- 
pension of the coinage of silver doliars, 
and the issuance of silver certificates. The 

act that of the $185,000,000 coined during the 
past six years, but little more than $40,000,- 
000 are in actual circulation, seems to fur- 
nish a cogent argument for the repeal of the 
statute. 

Hie renews his recommendations of 1882 fa- 
voring the abolition of all excise taxes except 
those relating to distilled spirits. If these 
taxes are abolished the revenue remaining 
to the Government will not only suffice to 
meet all reasonable expenditures, but will 
afford a surplus large enough to permit such 
tariff reduction as may seem advisable when 
the results of recent revenue laws and com- 
mercial treaties shall have shown in .what 
quarters these reductions can be most judi- 
ciously effected. 

The President says, although he is fully 
sensible to the objections to be made to the 
appointment of ‘a Commission to ascertain 
the most effective means for increasing our 
foreign trade, still he believes this to be the 
most speedy and efficient method. He in- 
dorses the recommendation of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, favoring liberal subsidies to 
mail steamship lines as an incentive to the 
investment of Americal capital in American 
steamships, and declares that unless that 
course be pursued the foreign carrying trade 
will remain, as it-is to-day almost exclusively 
in the hands of toreigners. J 

On the subject of a basis for National bank 
circulation he says: Three per cent. bonds of 
the Government to an amount of more than 
a hundred million have since my last annual 
message been redeemed by treasury bonds;
